THE WEST-END SENSATION. 


Termination of the G Great Poodie-Dog 
Case—W ooliy Testimony. 

The poodie-dog trial came off more than a 
week ago, before Esquire Long, and was decided 
im favor of 8. C. Fitoh, the plaintiff, against Mr. 
John E. Lane, the defendant. More interest 
was manifested in that case than any previous 
one that ever engaged the attention of 
Esquire Long. The room was crowded 
to suffocation with spectators and witnesses. 
The latter were very numerous, and their exam- 
ination occupied nearly half a day. 

The evidenee in favor of the plaintiff went to 
show that the dog unquestionably belonged to 
Mr. Fitch. It had been with him upon the 
streets nearly every day for eighteen months, 
had been dandled by numerous friends and was 

known as Harry. Several 
witnesses were positive in 
statements that the animal 
then present in the court-room was the property 
of Mr. Fitch. Others, however, were not so posi- 
tive. Mr. W. H. Wise testified as follows: My 
name was Wise before I was married. Have but 
little to say on the dog question. I am not much 
on dogs. I can’t swear to any dog. This looks 
like the one that was following Fitch, but my 
opinion is worth very little on any dog queation. 
I won't swear to any dog. I have known Mr. 
Lane twenty years. Don't think I ever saw 
Lane, Fitch and the dog together. I hope this is 
my last dog experience. 

Mra. Connor was sworn and testified: I have 
seen the dog at Mr. Lane’s house every day for 
the last two years. and have never seen it any 
where else. It stayed in the house mostly, and 
answered to the name of Dixie. It was absent 
a year, and the next time I saw it was a few 
days previous to the bringing of this suit. It 
wae at Mr. Lane's, and I called it Dixie, and it 
jumped up into my lap. I was at the house 
of Mr. while the 
absent, and asked for it. 
the premises for the dog, 
the beds, behind the furniture and ip the yard. I 
did not look in the cellar. Dogs do not stay in 
cellars. Iwent all over the place, but not pur- 
posely for the dog. I could see all around. 
I examined every thing because I wanted to do 
80. I have seen the animal shaved twice 
two years ago. Shaving a dog makes 
big difference in its appearance. I don't know 
the age of the dog, nor who shaved it. I ean 
shave a dog and | ean shave you (Mr. Harris, the 
counsel for plaintiff. Shaving would change 
your appearance, don't you think it would? 

A colored woman named Maggie was next ex- 
amined. Inthe language of the counsel “she 
drove the center every pop. She said: I have 
washed and combed its hair every day for two 
years during the time I lived at Mr. Lane’s hoyse. 
After leaving Mr. Lane's it was three years be- 
fore I saw the dogagain. I then saw the dog, 
knew it, called it Dixie, and it immediately came 
and jumped up in my lap. 

A great many other witnesses were in attend- 
ance, many of whom testified positively to the 
identity of the animal, and gave marks by which 
they knew it. The dog itself was present and 
occupied a very conspicuous place in the laps of 
some of the witnesses. It weighs about eight 
pounds and is very pretty. 

Two elaborate speeches were made by the ‘aw- 
yers, each of whom spoke as positively as did 
the witnesses before them. 

The jury were slow in coming to a conclusion, 
but after a long time brought in a verdict for the 
plaintiff. The counsel for the defendant moved 
for a new trial, which motion will be argued to- 
day or to-morrow in the same court. The par- 
ties are terribly in earnest, are determined to
